If swimmers .-ould be trained to keep 


cool under al; circumstances, .there 
would be comparatively little drown- 
ing among batl-ers and summer pleas- 
ure seekers. Cr.uup is usual-..' assigned 
as the cau&e \\hin some good swimmer 
drowns. But cri;mp ought in reality to 
be nothing serious. Usually is affects 
only an arm or a leg or maybe only a 
baud or foot. 
Any moderately good 


swimmer can keep afloat with one arm 
or even without the use of that, yet 
good swimmers drown often as a result 
of crump. If such fatalities wore ana- 
lysed, they would be more properly 
classed as drowning from fright and 
loss of nerve. This comes from the fact 
that every one is taught in childhood 
to fear the water and comes as a 
grown man and a swimmer to fear 
cramp. 
The average opinion 'Is that 


the man who is attacked when swim- 
ming iu deep water is ns good as 
drowned. Therefore, when a swimmer 
feels a leg or arm begin to cramp he i& 
frightened in ruo.st cases entirely out 
of his wits. He loses his head, begins 
to splash and paw and struggle and 
then goes down. 


What the swimmer should remember 


is that he can keep afloat with very, 
very little effort if he will turn on his 
back and keep his chest inflated. It is 
the simple matter of floating, which 
every swimmer knows and fiuds very 
easy. If tho swimmer will Leep cool 
and float, tho cramping limb will fre- 
quently T-ol,ix after a little and he will 
find himself as well as ever.—Outing.

•hocked and surprised you and me, and I 
have within the last hour found myself 
questioning whether or not our party is a 
tariff reform party. This, however. Is 
only temporary, and such feeling is quick- 
ly followed by my old trust hi Democrat- 
ic doctrines and the party which professes 
them. 


But I only intend' to express my sym- 


pathy with you and my gratitude for tho 
fight you have made for real, gc%uine 
tariff reform. I hope now that you will 
be mindful of yourself and that you will 
try and repair a strained mental and 
physical condition by immediate care and 
rest.

-Considering all that has taken place

This was not to nourish 


vain imaginings or because be felt ex- 
alted. It was to promote business. 


Around his successive 
homes at 


Bridgeport, Coiiu.. be was fond of put- 
ting something that suggested a show. 
Quoerly marked cattle, the sacred cow 
or an elephant was frequently among 
the stock to be noticed in his fields. 
On one occasion he had an elephant 
engaged in plowing on the sloping hill 
where it could be plainly seen by the 
passengers on the New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, an agricultural inno- 
vation that he knew would get notice 
of some sort in every newspaper in the 
country. It was even said that he re- 
ceived letters from farmers far and 
wide asking how much hay one ele- 
phant ate and if it was more profitable! 
to plow with an elephant than with 
horses or oxen. His replies were in- 
variably frank and were of this pur- 
port: If you have n large museum iu 
New York and a great railway sends 
trains full of passengers within eye- 
shot of the performance, it will pay, 
and pay well, but if yon have uo suck 
institution then horses and oxen will 
prove more economical.— Joel Bcnton in 
Century.

Free Traders Fln«l Fault Only WU1» 


American Protective Duties. 


Solicitude for the well being of for- 


eigners, no matter what happens to our 
own people, has become a lixcd habit 
of thought with American free traders. 
In their curious way of thinking it is 
a crime and an atrocity to deny to for- 
eign producers tho right of unrestrict- 
ed competition in the American mar- 
ket To them it is of uo consequence 
that domestic production must thereby 
be decreased or else domestic wages 
must be lowered to enable tho domestic 
producer to dispose of his goods iu the 
domestic market. As a matter of fact 
most free traders, although they do not 
frankly say so, consider that the Amer- 
ican wage rate and the American, 
standard of living arc altogether too 
high and that a reduction both in 
wages and in standard of living is 
greatly to be desired. If such is not tho 
mental attitude of the American free 
trader, how else are we to construe the 
following from the Philadelphia llcc- 
ord, one of the most implacable haters 
of protection to American labor and in- 
dustry? 


"Protectionist organs hereabout make 


much complaint of the Injustice of 
the French tariff, which Imposes max- 
imum duties on Imports from 
the 


United States. These maximum duties 
are mildness Itsolf compared with the 
barbarous rate of not far from 100 per 
cent on woolen fabrics and some other 
textile articles of French manufac- 
ture." 


Tho American tariff rate Is of course 


"barbarous" from tho free trade point 
of view because it secures the domestic 
market to tho domestic producer. 
French duties "are mildness Itself" by 
contrast, though they do for tho French 
producer precisely what tho American 
rates do for the American producer- 
protect the home ni-.irUct for the home 
producer. ICxccpting Great Britain, ev- 
ery European country follows that lino 
of policy, but we never hear tho Amor- 
lean froo trader roar on that account. 
It Is only the tariff that builds up and 
bonotlta his own country that he de- 
nounces as "barbarous."

Formation nnd Appearance of 


Odd Freak of Nature. 


, The Giant's causeway is situated at 
the northern extremity of County An- 
trim, a short distance from Port Bush, 
Ireland. It consists of countless hosta 
of basaltic pillars, varying In shape 
from a pentagon to an octagon, the av- 
erage length of each column apr pillar 
being about eighty feet, th" whole 
etackod so closely together that a knife 
blade could hardly be inserted between 
thorn. But the formation of these pil- 
lars Is not tho least wonderful part 
about them, for, although they may be 
counted by thousands nnd tens of 
thousands, oach column Is fashioned 
with a symmetry that suggests a ma- 
eon's handiwork. Their composition is 
« perfect fut*on of ono-half flinty earth. 
one-quarter lime and clay, oue-Quarter 
almost pure iron, each pillar being di- 
vided Into regular lengths or joints 
which come together as n perfect, nat- 
ural ball und socket union.

NEW RULE DESIRED. 


Manchester Veteran Firemen Want 


Outsiders Barred From Manning the 
Brakes of Handtubs in Playouts. 


The following from the Manchester 


Union is of interest to Veteran Fire- 
men throughout New England: 


Over at the headquarters of the 


Veteran firemen there is considerable 
discussion going on just now con- 
cerning the possibility of some change 
in the rules of the league that will put 
a stop to this playing of anyone or 
everyone on a tub, regardless of 
wnetber he is a member of the associ- 
ation owning that particular machine. 
The present rule declares that only 
members or 
sutsitutes shall be al- 


lowed to man the brakes, but that word 
substitutes is a pretty big one, cover- 
ing a lot of ground, and a lot of illegi- 
timate pumping as well. 


It is no secret that there are ma- 


chines in New England that are taken 
to muster alter muster with a corpor- 
al's guard of their own crew in atten- 
dance. Sometimes but fitteen, twenty 
or thirty men accompany the machine, 
but when the playing time comes the 
brakes are filled with a nondescript 
crowd/, uniformed 
and 
uniformed1, 


some of the latter being the mem'bers 
of the tub's crew, while others wear 
the belts ot other organizations. 


It is notorious that certain compan- 


ies go to a muster with a handful of 
men. 
pass the early hours of the day 


in making some kind oi' a deal where- 
by the best pumpers of another crew, 
or a crowd of unassociated men, will 
help them out. and then appear on the 
platform with full brakes. 


It is this sort of thing that galls a 


company like the Manchester 
vets, 


tbe Warrens of Pepperell, or others 
that could be named, whose machines 
are always manned with 
red-shirted 


men. 
It is known to be a fact that at 


a recent muster in which Uncle Sam 
was a contestant, the crew was pain- 
fully small, and that a 
number of 


sturdy fellows offered their services 
to help out the Manchester men, but 
were refused a place on the brakes. 


The matter is a difficult 
one 
to 


solve, for even it' a rule was adopted 
whereby the 
pumpers 
would 
be 


obliged to wear uniforms H would be an 
eialsy matter for an association Jlo use 
ringers. At present the judges at the 
big musters keep an eye on the brakes, 
and when they know surely that men 
are there who do not belong 
there 


tney give the foreman the alternative 
of putting them off or having 
lids 


stream protested if it is a winning 
one. 
But it is obvious that this is a 


lame remedy for the defect, it being 
entirely possible 
for 
alrhost 
an>y 


number of men to be rung, in without 
the judges knowing anything about 
them, while n the fact that their not 
being uniformed is called up it Is dif- 
ficult to go behiind the assertion of the 
foreman that they are bona fide mam- 
bei's of his crew. 


Tlie real solution of the problem is 


still in the future, and meanwhile the 
boys are talking it over with consid- 
erable warmth. There are 
many or- 


ganizations that are 
entirely 
free 


from tho least suspicion of any such 
practice as has been mentioned. Tho 
members ol these associations 
turn 


out in sufficient numbers, every man 
paying his own expenses and filling 
his own place, and this sort of men 
has a decidedly unpleasant feeling 
for organizations which have so little 
pride that they cannot muster a crew, 
but still InsiHt upon Hemllng their tub 
abont from place to place and work 
k. with volunteers or paid ringers.

Frankfort, Ky.. August 
20. — Three 


desperat.-- ijrisonors. Lafayette Brooks, 
\Val!af-e Bishop and T. Mulligan at- 


to es<:ai>e today from the state 
Before the mutinous convicts 


were oaptured. Bishop 
was 
fatally 


wounded, Mulligan shot in the shou",- 
cler and a negro convict whom the 
desperadoes had pressel into service 
\vas hit by a rifle ball. 


While Brooks, Mulligan and Bishop. 


one of whom had a pistol concealed, 
were coming oiu of the dining room 
to answer a hospital call, one of the 
convicts suddenly drew a weapon and 
compelled Guard A. H. Gill to give up 
his arms. Guard A. F. Hurst, who 
rushed to Gill's assistance, was also 
captured by the convicts. Captain Mat 
Maddigan. acting warden, then rushed 
forward with six guards and fired on 
the group, but no one was wounded. 
The convicts then ran across the yard 
and at the entrance to the reed de- 
partment of the chair factory, cap- 
tured Charles Willis, of Clark coun- 
ty. a foreman. They covered htm 
with their pistols and placing him be- 
tween them and the guards retreated 
to the rocker department in the chair 
factory. From this place they rou'.il 
command a good view of the entire 
yard. At a window they 
stationed 


Willis, and Brooks with a revolver 
in his hand, took a position just beside 
the captive, resting the muzzle* of the 
weapon ou the foreman's side. The 
convicts then defied Warden Lillard 
to attempt to capture them, shouting 
that they would kill the foreman at 
the first move made against them. 


By this tvne several hundred citi- 


zens, many of them heavily armed, 
had gathered at the prison gates, but 
the warden denied admission to 
all. 


He issued ordeis for all the shops 
to elope and for all the prisoners to 
bo returned at once to their cells. He 
then placed a guard of sixty men 
around the building 
in 
which 
the 


dtsperadofs had barricaded themselves 
and called on them to surrender. The 
convicts' only reply was a taunt. For 
the protection ot Fore-man Willis, the 
wardi-n then deti'rniin<-d to starve the 
desiH'radoi-s into submission. At in- 
teivals of about half an horn the re- 
hcIlioUK convicts resorted 
to 
drop- 


ping notes from, the window 
of the 


lenipotary citadel. These offered sur- 
render on the condition of safe deliv- 
ery to the cell house. The notes wore 
ignon d until the convicts offered to 
send down their weapons by Brooks. 
Warden Lilian! and eight men went 
to Uu> foot of the stairway and the 
(•(inv'utK came out as they promised 
with hands up. Bishop was seen to 
drop his hands to his side ami an in- 
stant. later he was s,hot and fatally 
hurt by one of the warden's party

great trusts and combinations end j 
some of the examples of tbeir power, | 
notably in the matter of the prices of j 
beef and of coal, are opening tlie eyes 
of the people. 


Many are disposed to take a more de- 


spondent view of tbe situation than 
the facts warrant. 


The remedy is twofold—political on 


the one hand and commercial and to- ! 
dustrlal on the other. 


The political remedy awaits tlie de- 


velopment of a large body ot public 
sentiment which shall gain control cf 
:he government and take all monopoly 
out of private hands. This cannot Im- 
mediately be brought about and mubt 
at best be a matter of several years. 


The commercial and industrial rem- 


edy is voluntary co-operation. 
This 


.-an be begun practically at once, and 
its benefits will increase more and 
more rapidly as the movement grcrrc-s. 
Roughly speaking, every time the num- 
ber of persons cnga-dng in and loyally 
adhering to a co-operative enterprise 
is doubled its strength is trebled. 


The most vital parr of any commer- 


cial enterprise is its market, and this is 
largely composed of iis good will. A 
marker is axi absolute necessity to any 
commercial enterprise, and if it can 
secure a steady market and has the 
wisdom to treat its consunier.9 fairly 
Its success* is assured. 
The thing. 


therefore, which needs first to be done 
by all consnmers .who arc alarmed at 
the growing power of the great combi- 
nations of capital is to combine their 
purchasing power and consolidate their 
good will. Under most circumstances. 
the most feasible way of doing tbis is 
that •which has been developed in Eng- 
land during the last sixty years and Is 
known as the Rochdale, 
England. 


Since 1844, jvith a capital of $140, con- 
tributed la «quul amounts by twenty- 
eight poor tweavers, this system has 
grown until? it now includes la Great 
Britain alone between 9,000,000 and 
10.000,000 jpeople. doing an annual 
business of over $410,000,000 and dis- 
tributing among its members $45,000,- 
000 in cafti dividends and profits each 
year. 
The system in Great Britain 


comprehends1 more than 5,000 retail 
stores, and It has the two largest 
wholesale stores in the world. 
Last 


year the co-operative -wholesale store 
in Manchester did a business of more 
than $88,00^,000 and the one in Glas- 
gow of more than $28,000,000. 


These two wholesale stores own 


eight ocean steamers, which they use 
in bringing in goods purchased all 
over the world. 
They are the lar- 


gest buyers of goods in the world's 
markets. Recently their buyer in the 
Grecian archipelago purchased and 
shipped to them in a single shipment 
1,600 tons of ZUiute currants. 
Those 


stores, by the magnitude of their busi- 
ness and the systematic way in which 
they handle it. have cut down the cost 
of passing goods from the producer 
to the consiimer from 'A'A% per cent of 
the wholesale price to G 
1A per cent, and 


this is equitably divided between pro- 
ducers and consumers. 


Tlie Rochdale system owns and suc- 


cessfully 
operates 
In Glasgow the 


largest bakery in the world, employ- 
ing steadily more than 900 persons, 
paying thoai higher than trades union 
wages, working them less than trades 
union hours, producing the best baked 
goods iu the city, selling them at com- 
petitive prices aud yet making iu 
profits more than $150,000 per annum, 
in which profits the workers have n 
share. 
These Rochdale co-operatora 


are also successfully carrying on many 
other lines of manufacturing of great 
magnitude, also vast systems of bank- 
ing, building, insurance of all kinds, 
education and various means of recre- 
ation and social enjoyment. Persons

It is the shocking and 
Inhuman toleration 
of child labor in 


America, In which children littla more 
than infants toll for long, long hours 
daily and nightly in order to line th« 
pockets of those bloated monstrosities 
called millionaires, who have become such, 
on the daily drudgery of the poor, in 
which thousands of children of tender 
age arc included. 


Think of it! While you ara resting in 


a comfortable bed and those you love ara 
enjoying tiie luxury ot rust, while th« 
millionaires are strutting 
and 
puffing 


about in fine linen and in an insufferable 
atmosphere of snobbish pomposity, thou- 
sands of moro mites are toiling hard nil 
day and some all night in mills and coui- 
mercial shamble's of the poor wherein the 
millionaires hatch their golden hoards.
